Subject of BARC Meeting

Beltsville Agricultural Research Center (BARC) offic- 
ials will hold a public meeting on Tuesday, April 26, to dis- 
cuss “possible environmental contamination” at BARC. The 
meeting will be held at 10300 Baltimore Blvd., in the audi- 
torium of Building 003, at 7:00 p.m. BARC’s activities deal- 
ing with the problem over the past year will be reviewed 
and public input will be sought on the impact of the site 


and the proposed remedial action. 


Similar meetings were 


held this week for municipal and county officials and BARC 


employees. 

Kim Kaplan, spokesperson for 
BARC, said, “We want to make 
sure the community knows the 
facts and has input in the pro- 
cess.” A wide range of activities 
are carried out at BARC. Many 
types of chemicals are used for 
research, industrial, and agri- 
cultural purposes, In _ addition, 
as an agricultural facility, BARC 
necessarily uses pesticides, follow- 
ing standard landscape and farm- 
ing practices, Kaplan noted. 


BARC is currently negotiating 
an interagency agreement with 
the U.S. Environmerital Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) and _ the 
Maryland Department of Envir- 
--onment (MDE), which will, ac- 
cording to MDE’s information 
report, “define the roles of the 
regulatory agencies and set the 
guidance for future investiga- 
tion of sites and clean-up activi- 
ties at BARC.” (The sites have 
not yet been publicly identified). 
EPA and MDE have been over- 
seeing the investigation of en- 
vironmental contamination at the 
center 

Background 

On May 10, 1998, the EPA 
proposed to add 16 BARC sites 
to the National Priority List 
for Hazardous Waste (NPL). 
According to the Federal Regis- 
ter at the time, “The identifica- 
tion of a site for the NPL is 
intended primarily to guide EPA 
for determining which sites war- 
rent further investigation to as- 
sess the nature and extent of 
public health and environmental 
risks” and to determine what 
“remedial actions, if any, may 
be appropriate” for financing by 
the EPA’s superfund for chemi- 
eal cleanup. 

Simee federal agencies cannot 
draw funds from the Superfund, 
the Department of Agriculture 
has been responsible for finding 
governmental resources to fi- 
nance further sampling of the 
sites, This may be the case also 
in cleaning up contaminated 
sites. 

Last May Kaplan stressed, 
“There is no imminent threat 
to human health or the environ- 
ment on an emergency basis. The 
listing means a potential exists 
for problems and that a _ spe- 
cialized investigation needs to be 
done to confirm what is there. 

..” BPA agreed that, based on 
existing information at the time, 
there appeared to be no “scream- 
ing emergency.” 

In his February 15, 1994 let- 
ter to State Senator Leo E. 
Green, Richard W. Collins, MDE’s 


director of Waste Management 
Administration, said “Investiga- 
tions to date have shown that 
exposure to contaminated areas 
is limited and that the facility 
does not pose an immediate pub- 
lic health threat.” 

Over the years EPA regula- 
tions have become more complex 
and stringent. Superfund legis- 
lation was passed in 1980. To 
meet revised environmental reg- 
ulaticns, BARC employed an 
EPA contractor in 1986 to con- 
duct preliminary site assess- 
ments, which were then submit- 
ted to EPA, 

Kaplan said, 
studied, 16 had enough infor- 
mation to warrant further eval- 
uation and 28 were dismissed 


out of hand.” Any contamination _ 


of the sites would have occurred 
decades ago. At the time the 
sites were originally used no 
Federal or State hazardous waste

Council Appeals All ’n One, 
Oks Pool Deck Patching

The city will file a legal appeal with the Prince Georges 
District Council over the Prince Georges Planning Board’s 
approval of the All ’n One restaurant proposed for Green- 
way Center. The Greenbelt City Council approved this ac- 
tion at its April 11 regular meeting. Other actions at that 


meeting included emergency approval of repairs to the out- 
door pool and a report from a foreign visitor observing city 


government activities. 

On a 4-1 vote with council 
member Rodney Roberts opposed, 
eouncil voted to appeal the 
county planning board’s approv- 
al of the site plan for the All ’n 
One restaurant, PepsiCo wants to 
convert the former Kangaroo 
Katie’s restaurant in Greenway 
Center into a 200 seat restaurant 
offering the combined fare of 
Pizza Hut, Taco Bell and KFC. 

(At its previous meeting, coun- 
cil had recommended that the 
Planning Board reject the site 
plan. The appeal will be heard 
iby the County Council sitting 
as the District Council. 

In voting may, Roberts. argued 
that a vote to appeal is a vote 
to maintain the status quo. Three 
similar restaurants have already 
failed at that location, he said, 
and council should not be trying 
to perpetuate an unprofitable 
use, 

Guest Intern 

Council was introduced to 
Alexandre Kiselev from Yaro- 
slavl, Russia (located about 300 


kilometers northeast of Moscow). 
He is observing city government 
operations for a month as part 
of an international internship 
program. In Russia, his duties 
include overseeing the Sister 
Cities program with Burlington. 
Vermont and Exeter, England. 


He made a brief presentation 
on the history of his city, which 
is more than 900 years older than 
Greenbelt, and on his experiences 
here. The number of volunteers 
participating in governing Green- 
belt (through the advisory boards 
and ecmmittees and other arctivi- 
ties such as the citizens’ police 
academy) was a _ surprise to 
Kiselev. 


Having observed these volun- 
teers in action, he now got a 
chance to watch council, attend- 
ing both the council meeting 
(which was followed by an execu- 
tive session then a work session) 
and the Tuesday night budget 
work session,

City Génucil to Seek More 
M-NCPPC Funds for Center

The Greenbelt City Council will go to the Prince Georg- 
es County Council seeking $300,000 to help fund the oper- 
ating expense of the Community Center — a multi-genera- 
tional activity center. If granted, the funds would come 
from the county’s recreational budget through the Mary- 
_ land-National Capital Park and Planning Commission (M- 


NCPPC). 


According to city officials, Greenbelt taxpayers 


currently contribute roughly $700,000 per year to the M- 


NCPPC budget and, 


ia return, receive about $60,000 in 


direct recreational assistance — a huge discrepancy that 
has frustrated councils and city staff for decades. 


Mayor Antoinette Bram, at a 
ecunci] budget work session on 
recreation, asked all members of 
the city council to attend the 
county council public hearing on 
the M-NCPPC budget on Monday. 
April 25 at 7 p.m. along with the 
city manager, Daniel Hobbs, Rec- 
reation Director Hank Irving, 
and other staff members. The 
public hearing will take place 
in the hearing room of the Coun- 
ty Administration Building in 
Upper Mar boro. 


The move to obtain a better 
return for Greenbelt taxpayers 
came out of deep concern ex- 
pressed by some members of 
council at its budget work ses- 
sion Monday night of the four- 
cent tax increase the city mana- 
ger has proposed to fund the 
operating expense of the com- 
munity center for the next fis- 
cal year, 1994-95. For the entire 
year there will be a full-time 
manager to serve first as a 
project manager during renova- 
tion and then as the building 
and program manager when the 
center opens to the public. City 
staff expects the building to be 
open, thus requiring a full staff, 
during the last three months of 
the fiscal year. 
expense for FY-95 is projected 
at $231,300, less about $20,000 to 
be received in program fees. 
This net cost to the city of $211,- 
200 represents a four cent tax 
hike. For the following year,

with full operation for 12 months, 
the staff projects operating costs 
at $427,500, offset partially by 
program fees of $128,500. The net 
expense of $299,000 is equival- 
ent to 5.32 cents on the tax rate. 
Thus Hekbs projects that an ad- 
ditional one cent tax inerease 
will be required next year. 


City staff had ‘hoped that 
M-NCPPC, at minimum, would 
provide some staffing for the 
new community center The coun- 
cil members recalled that Green- 
ibelt’s efforts over the years to 
obtain a “fair return” for tax 
dollers collected by M-NCPPC 
have produced very little.

A Focus of Budget Planning 


by Diane Oberg 

For the second year, the new community center, sched- 
uled to open next spring in the old Center School building, 
is axmajor focus of the city budget calculations. City Man- 
ager Daniel Hobbs is proposing a four cent increase in the 
city’s property tax to cover the expected operating ex- 
penses of this facility. He expects that an additional one 
cent increase will be needed next year. 


The proposed budget calls for 
$12.1 million in expenditures in 
the General Fund, an 8% in- 
crease over the current year. 
Recreation and parks, public 
safety and debt servce/reserves 
account for 92 percent of the to- 
tal increase. The General Fund is 
the city’s operating budget. One 
budget category, general govern- 
ment, is actually projected to de- 
cline slightly. (See box.) 

The expenditure total is slight- 
ly higher than the _ estimated 
revenues of $12.0 milion. How- 
ever, the revenue estimates, made 
during March, will be reexamin- 
ed in May before the budget is 
adopted. The staff is hopeful 
enough that the revised estimates 
will be higher, that they have in- 
cluded a list of items to add, 
should these hopes be fulfifilled. 

Tax Rate 

The proposed four cent pro- 
perty tax increase (to 1.37) is 
not the only change facing city 
property owners. The combined 
city-county property tax rate is 
likely to increase by a total of 
6.6 cents This reflects a 1.4 cent 
decrease proposed by the county 
executive Hculb’s preposed 4 
cent increase and a 4 cent de- 
crease in the municipal tax dif- 
ferential. The tax differential is 
the offset city property owners 
receive in recognition of the fact 
that the city provides certain ser- 
vices (such as police and recrea- 


tion) normally provided by the 


county. A decrease in the didf- 
ferential increases residents’ 
county property taxes, 

There may be some relief in 
sight for oity property owners, 
however. According to Deputy 


City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin, county assessors are current- 
tly “walking through Greenbelt” 
to establish new property values 
for tax purposes.

Community Center Impact 

The community center budget 
accounts for one quarter of the 
tota] increase in general fund 
expenditures over current year 
estimates. It is involved in two 
of the three categories exhibiting 
the largest budget increases— 
recreation and debt service/re- 
serves. The community center arc- 
counts for two-thirds of the in- 
crease in the recreation budget. 

Although the center will only 
be open for three months of 
FY95, the budgetary impact is 
significantly mcre than one-quar- 
ter of the expected annual cost 
First, to oversee the establish- 
ment of the center, Hobbs pro- 
poses to hire a center manager

The debt service picture is 
complicated.

In the same transaction, it 
obtained the three million dollars 
voters had earlier approved for 
financing the community center 
In approving the 
refinancing, the city council a- 
greed to dedicate 18.5 cents of 
the property tax revenue to debt 
service each year.

In the end, set-asides for tax- 
supported debt service have in- 
creased by $298,000 (44%). The 
contribution to the capital pro- 
jects fund has increased $253,200 
(41%). 


Pay and Benefits 


City employees will have at 
least a small increase in pay and 
benefits if Hobb’s budget is ap- 
proved. He calls for a 1.5% 
eost of living adjustment for all 
employees and notes that 96% of 
the city’s workers will also get 
merit increases of 1.3% - 4%. He 
is also proposing a new program 
allowing 1.8% raises for employ- 
ees at the top of their pay grades 
who are consistently performing 
above average, z 


Retirement costs are also in- 
creasing. More recently hired 
workers, who are covered by the 
Pension System, will get an ad- 
ditional one percent of their pay 
in deferred compensation. This 
is part of a several-stage effort 
to lessen the disparities in retire- 
ment benefits between the Pen- 
sion System employees, earlier 
hires covered under the Retire- 
ment System, and city police. 

The increased cost of provid- 
ing benefits to employees covered 
under the Retirement System is 
a signifificant factor in higher 
personnel costs in some depart- 


ments.

Recreation and Parks 

Expenditures for the aquatics 
and fitness center are expected to 
decrease by $20,000 while cen- 
ter revenues are expected to in- 
crease, In the current fisca] year, 
increased pass sales allowed rev- 
enues to cover 77% of operating 
costs, up from the 73% expected. 

For next year Hotiss proposes 
a 3% increase in the annual pass 
price, allowing revenues to cover 
81% of operating expenses. This 
would reduce the city’s operating 
subsidy to $119,300, down from 
$152,500 this year. Daily pass 
rates would not change. 

Public Safety 

The second largest increase in 
expenditures is for public safety. 
Two-thirds of this increase re- 
flects higher personnel expenses. 
These include night differential 
pay for patrol officers in the ca- 
nine unit, ($14,000); a fitness in- 
centive program ($3,000); full 
year funding of the traffic officer 
hired halfway through this year, 
and an additional officer. The 
cost of paying and equipping this 
new officer will be partially offset 
by the federal grant. 

One quarter of the increase is 
accounted for by the purchase of 
10 new police cruisers and other 
capital equipment Hobbs said 
that the decision in past years 
to hold vehicle purchases to a 
minimum had “finally caught up 
with” the city. 

Planning and Development 

The only other department 
showing a sizeable percentage 
increase in expenditures is Plan- 
ning and. Community Develop- 
ment. The bulk of this increase 
(86% ) is for professional ser- 
vices including temporary secre- 
tarial help, legal counsel and en- 
gineering services for the com- 
munity development program. 
Despite this increase, license and 
permit fee revenues are expected 
to inorease sufficiently for the 
program to continue to be com- 
pletely self-supporting, requiring 
no general city tax revenues.

Fifty Years Ago 


Defense Homes Lack Grass 


And Adequate School Rooms 


by James Giese 


March, 1944—With signs of spring occurring, Green- 
belters looked towards resolving some of the problems 
brought about by the construction of 1,000 Defense Homes 


at the beginning of World War II. 


The most vexing prob- 


lem was the failure to complete landscaping and, in par- 


pron: = 
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ticular, the placing | of ‘sod in the North End. 
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The construction of 1,000 defense homes drastically changed 


the appearance of Greenbelt. By 1944, the homes were com- 
pleted and occupied but finish items such as sod remained 
incomplete.| The most critical problem was lack of expanded 
school facilities to house the increased student population. 
The North End Elementary School and the addition to 
Greenbelt High School were not: completed until 1945.

North End residents volun- 
teered to lay the sod, but Project 
Engineer Oscar Eklund said get- 


ting help to lay the sod wasn’t 


the problem, The difficulty was 
finding men to cut the sod and 
having the right weather con- 
ditions in which to do it. The 
ground can’t be frozen or made 
muddy by rain, he said. Com- 
munity Manager James T. Gob- 
bel promised the Greenbelt Citi- 
zens Association that the sod 
would be laid by July 1, if all 
went well. 
School Additions 

The other vexing problem was 
the lack of a second elementary 
school and an addition to the 
high school needed to serve the 
many new residents, The short- 
age of facilities placed an undue 
burden on existing schoo] facili- 
ties, and the temporary use of 
homes in the North End as class- 
rooms was an inadequate meas- 
ure, Funds for the school projects 
had to come from the Federal 
Works Administration, and the 
appropriation of funds was still 
lacking. Gobbel expected action 
soon on this issue. 

Other facilities needed, accord- 
ing te a Greenbelt Cooperator 
editorial, wag another store 
building (the use of Defense 
Home units on Laurel Hill for 
a store not being satisfactory), a 
recreational facility for the town’s 
youths, and “churches like other 
normal communities have.” 

Two Projects 

Instead, work began on two 
projects to give the town ad- 
ministration. more space. This 
could be done, Gobbel said, be- 
cause the construction expenses 
would be borne by the Federal 
Public Housing Administration, 
which had the necessary appro- 
priation. 

One project was a one-story 
addition in the administration 
building next to the post office 


addition now houses 


at the commercial center (that 
) Nations- 
Bank). The addition would house 
the cashier and the tenant selec- 
tion offices, which were then 
located in two houses. The other 
project was a maintenance build- 
ing east of Ridge Road near 
the Oldham farm (now the GHI 
maintenance facility on Hamil- 
ton Place). The projects were 
to be completed in 90 days. 

The Cooperator  editorialized 
that the government was put- 
ting first things last. 

Recreation Building 

Later the paper announced 
that a recreational building for 
teen-aged boys and girls appeared 
to be in the offing as the Green- 
‘belt Town Council approved the 
pzeparation of plans and _ the 
search for funds to erect a com- 
bination recreation building and 
field house. Details were not yet 
decided, but suggestions ranged 
from shower rooms to a soda 
bar. Greenbelt Consumer Ser- 
vices had proposed putting a roof 
garden soda bar over the beauty 
shop and barber shop but con- 
struction engineers had deter- 
mined that the walls of the drug 
store building were not of suf- 
ficient strength to support the 
proposed teen-age recreation cen- 
ter, 

An unnamed Town Councilman 
was quoted by the newspaper as 
guessing that the town would 
have the recreation building by 
autumn. The paper, however, had 
been disappointed too many times 
by the Federal Government to 
place much faith in any dates 
predicted. However, the fact that 
the Town Council and the Town 
Manager are at work on plans 
and funds “gives us encourage- 
ment which will keep our spirits 
high for several months.” 

New Schools 

At the end of the month, the 

paper announced that Federal 
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Works Administrator Maj. Gen. 
Philip B, Fleming had approved 
$297,000 for the erection of a 
new elementary school (North 
End School) and an addition to 
the high school (now Greenbelt 
Middle School). The new school 
was to have 12 regular classrooms 
and several auxiliary rooms, but 
no auditorium. The high school 
addition would consist of four 
classrooms, a science room and 
a small assembly room. An audi- 
torium was to be built at a later 
date. The additions were to be 
completed by fall. 


The enrollment at Center 
Schoo] was 881 students for the 
12-classroom building. This ne- 
cessitated double shifts and use 
of the library, cafeteria, base- 
ment and other auxiliary rooms 
as classrooms.

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Glendening’s Final Budget 
Proposes Tax Reduction

Prince Georges County Executive Parris Glendening 
has submitted his twelfth and final budget to the Prince 
Georges County Council. The budget calls for significantly 
increased expenditures only for education and public safe- 
ty and some reductions in taxes. Glendening, whose term 
of office ends this year and who will formally announce his 
candidacy for Governor shortly, cannot run for County 
Executive again because of the new term limit law. 


Tax Cuts 

If approved by the council, the 
cap on property tax reassessment 
increases will be dropped to 3 
percent from 5 percent and the 
local piggyback income tax rate 
will drop from 60 percent to 58 
percent of the state tax in Janu- 
ary 1995. Glendening also pro- 
poses dropping the piggyback 
tax to 55 percent in 1996, but 
the next county council and coun- 
ty executive will have to make 
that decision, A majority of the 
council] is also prohibited from 
running for reelection this year 
by the term limitation law. .A 
reduction of the county piggy- 
back tax will automatically re- 
duce income tax revenues to the 
City of Greenbelt which shares 
in the tax by a formula set by 
state law. 

Glendening proposes cutting 
the hotel/motel tax collected by 
the county from 9 percent to 
6.5 percent and the property 
transfer tax from 1.5 percent

Education 

A!though falling short of the 
budget levels sought by the Prince 
Georges Board of Education, the 
county budget proposes a 64 
percent increase in education ex- 
penditures, a more than $41 mil- 
lion inerease. Glendening con- 
tends that expenditures for edu- 
cation are increasing more rap- 
idly on a per pupil basis than 
the Consumer Price Index, with 
projected costs to be $6,102 per 
pupil, 

The budget allocates $4 million 
more to public safety which will 
fund 120 additional police offi- 
cers and 13 new firefighters and 
paramedics. The courts will get 
a twentieth circuit court judge 
and a new ‘Family Court” pro- 
gram to help resolve disputes 
early. Of the new police officers, 
45 will be assigned to the com- 
munity policing program to help 
the county achieve its goal of 
101 community police officers in 
51 neighborhoods.

On Tuesday, April 12, Mayor Antoinette Bram attend- 
ed a bill signing ceremony for legislation requiring Prince 
Georges County to share its proceeds from the levy of a 
hotel/motel tax with municipalities in which these estab- 
lishments are located. Greenbelt has three hotels.| “This 
legislation will bring the city an added $150,000 to $160,000 
in revenue,” Bram advised, beginning with the fiscal year 


that starts on July first. 


Attending the ceremony at 
which Governor William Donald 
Schaefer signed this and other 
legislation were Senator Leo 
Green and Delegate James Hub- 
bard as well as_ representatives 
frcm other municipalities and the 
Prince Georges Municipal Asso- 
ciation (PGMA). Before the sign- 
ing. the Governor held a news 
conference at which he criticized 
legislators for not passing some 
of his key legislative proposals 
at this year’s session and the 
last session before the Governor 
leaves office. The session ended 
at midnight the night before. 

The hotel/motel tax sharing 
bill, supported by all of Green- 
belt’s legislative delegation, has 
been a proposal of the city for 
many years. “We really worked 
hard for it this year.” Bram said, 
particularly commending the ef- 
forts of City Manager Daniel G. 
Hotbs and Deputy City Manag- 
er/City Treasurer Michael P. Mc-

The legislature enacted two 
other bills that will mean more 
money to the city if signed into 
law.

the Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (WMA- 
TA) was completed in December 
1990 


According to Kaplan, cleanup 
work on the site has been com- 
pleted except for surface water 
work. The official transfer of 
the property to WMATA is still 
in process. 


The affected site was used 
from the 1940s to about 1975 to 
dispose of biodegradable wastes 
such as tree limbs and grass 
clippings, construction debris, 
glassware and general refuse. 
Several small empty containers 
that may have been used to store 
waste chemicals were also found. 


IPA said that tests of sur- 
face water revealed contanima- 
tion with solvents, PCBs, pesti- 
cides and a number of metals, 
including cadmium, lead and mer- 
cury. 


(According to MDE, “approxi- 
mately 1,200 of the 67,000 cubic 
yards of soil removed from the 
biodegradable site was found to 
have lead levels requiring that 
the segregated soils be disposed 
of as a hazardous waste. Con- 
tainers removed from the land- 
fill include laboratory vials and 
bottles, gas cylinders and drums. 
A small number of containers 
were found to contain hazardous 
waste,” 


MDE reports also that BARC’s 
environmental contractor is also 
‘currently investigating the Low- 
Level Radiation Burial] Site. Eight 
monitoring wells have been con- 
structed and sampled. Analytical 
results are pending.”

Pool Repairs 


Council suspended its rules to 
approve a resolution authorizing 
repairs to the deck of the out- 
door pool using the negotiated 
purchase procedures. The area 
of the deck immediately sur- 
rounding the pool has deteriorat- 
ed, creating a health and safety 
hazard, according to city staff. 
Calls to other area pools found 
similar problems to be fairly 
widespread. 


QGonecrete repairs would cost 
an estimated $39,000. Instead, the 
city staff recommended using a 
cement coating product to make 
the repairs, The product will have 
a two-year warranty and cost 
approximately $17,000. 


Council unanimously approved 
the expenditure after some 
grumbling about the need to re- 
pair a deck that had been com- 
pletely replaced during the 1988 
renovations. 


Petitions and Requests 


David Greggo of Ridge Road 
petitioned council to investigate 
what actions could be taken to 
restore citizen access to sidewalks 
on Forestway that were blocked 
iby gates last year. The paths are 
on private property, but have 
long been open to the public.. 
Greggo said he believed the pub- 
lic has a legal right to continued 
aecess. The issue was referred 
to staff for research. 

Dowg Love raised a second 
right-of-way issue regarding at- 
cess to what he called the “peri- 
meter trail” between the private 
single family homes on upper 
Ridge Road and the Beltsville 
Agricultura] Research Center.

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Greenbriar Development Was 


A Major City Controversy 


(Greenbriar residents are planning a big celebration 
on May 1, of the 20th anniversary of that 750 unit condo- 
minium apartment project. Greenbriar was the most con- 
troversial residential development to take place in the city. 
The News Review wrote 198 stories about it. The. opposi- 
tion centered primarily around the developer's plans to 
build a temporary sewage treatment plant on the site in 
order to circumvent a seven year state moratorium on 
new sewer hookups. The following history of Greenbriar’s 
development is excerpted from “Greenbelt in the 1970s and 
1980s” by Richard A. Wilson which is Chapter 7 of Green- 


belt, History of a New Town, 
Planned in 1970 

Plans were unveiled in 1970 
for rental apartments on the 
Smith-Ewing property in Green- 
belt East. Qn the drawing board 
for the tract north of Greenbelt 
Road was the 1,193-unit Green- 
briar Apartments, For the Glen 
Ora property south of Green- 
belt Road, 1,172 units were plan- 
ned. The city was pleased later 
when Greenbriar converted to 
condominiums and Glen Ora/ 
Windsor Green became an ower 
occupied townhouse development, 


The Greenbriar development 
saga, which spanned the first 
half of the 1970s, was marked by 
an uneasy relationship between 
the developer, Alan I. Kay and 
Associates (sic), and the eity 
council, and by a hostile relation- 
ship between a local civic organi- 
zation, Save Our Community 
Committee (SOOCC), and the de- 
veloper. The issue also caused 
an acrimonious four-to-one split 
on the council. Countless meet- 
ings and hearings were held at 
the city, county, state, and fed- 
eral levels, with the dispute 
dominating the front pages of 
the Greenbelt News Review for 
many years, 


The conflict, starting in 1971, 
was whether the developer, dur- 
ing the sewer hookup moratorium 
from 1970 to 1977, could build an 
on-site sewage treatment plant 
to serve the Greenbriar and 
Glen Ora projects. Kay’s number

one antagonist was SOCC chair- 
woman, Rhea Cohen, who had 
earlier opposed a special excep- 
tion fer the Greenbriar project 
and who was elected to the city 
council in September 1977. Cohen, 
supported by SOCC and its new 
chairman, ‘Thomas X. White 
(elected to council in 1973), was 
unalterably opposed to the sew- 
age treatment plant, 


Kay Frustrated 

At one point a patient but 
frustrated Kay, who was always 
accompanied by an entourage of 
specialists wanted to know what 
ihe could do to please Cohen. The 
obvious response—to wait until 
the moratorium was lifted—was 
unacceptable to Kay, who vigor- 
ously pursued getting the neces- 
sary approvals for the plant. 
He felt that the opposition would 
lose its steam but. underestimated 
Cohen’s and SOCC’s perseverance, 

By the end of 1972, the county 
council, which had replaced the 
board of commissioners, approved 
a point of discharge in the coun- 
ty ten-year water and sewer 
plan. Originally the county had 
opposed the private plant pro- 
posed by the developer. Then, 


after much evaluation, a major-. 


ity of the city council advised 
the county council and the Mary- 
land Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene of the require- 
ments that the council, the de- 
veloper, and the county health 
officer wanted incorporated to

However, Cohen and SOCC 
were adamant that the city’s 
position should be outright dis- 
approval with no conditions, They 
charged that there were no as- 
surances that the plant would be 
built or would perform as de- 
signed or, if built, that it could 
‘be shut down in the event of a 
lbreakdown. Nor, they claimed, 
were there adequate effluent and 
virus standards. The developer’s 
experts insisted that the plant 
would employ the most technol- 
ogically advanced tertiary treat- 
ment process incorporating built- 
in safeguards that would present 
nce risks to Jocal residents. 

Then, one by one, approvals by 
the various governmental agen- 
cies were given. In early 1974, 
the State Water Resources Ad- 
ministration issued a_ point-of- 
discharge permit and in October 
1974 the first Greenbriar resi- 
dents moved in after the Wash- 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com- 
mission agreed to operate the 
plant under the conditions laid 
down by the state. Regulatory 
agencies reported that the plant’s 
operation during the first year 
was excellent, 


Approval 
In April 1976, with the ap- 
prcval of all parties, Green- 


briar’s sewer line was hooked 
up to the public system at the 
Western Branch treatment. plant. 
By 1977, Phase II of the project 
was complete and Phase III al- 
most ready for occupancy. After 
the market declined for condom- 
inium sales, Phase IV and V were 
planned as renta] units under 
the name Glen Oaks, 

(The sewage treatment plant 
was built at the northern point 
of Greenbriar next to Phase III. 
One of the conditions placed on 
the project by the city was that

he announced that he would be 
willing to drink it. After the 
plant opened, he did so. He re- 
mains in good health. 

(The sewage treatment plant 
was replaced by a pumping sta- 
tion in the same area so that 
Greenbriar sewage could flow to 
the Western Branch Treatment 
Plant located to the east on the 
Patuxent River.
